These grim predictions are based on the theory _ 

gaining in acceptance — that increased worldwide burn¬ 
ing of coal and other fossil fuels will double the amount 
of carbon dioxide in the earth's atmsophere within the next 
50 years. 

This carbon dioxide gas will create a "greenhouse ef¬ 
fect" over the earth by trapping more of the sun's heat _ 

increasing global temperatures as much as six degrees 
Fahrenheit. This would be the greatest climatic change in 
10,000 years. 

As reported in a recent issue of the "Wall Street 
Journal, studies by both the World Meteorological Or¬ 
ganization and the National Academy of Sciences have con¬ 
cluded that an increase of atmospheric carbon dioxide would 
cause warming of the earth. It is already a fact that carbon 
dioxide concentrations have increased. 

An observation station in Haiti has recorded a 17% 
increase in the gas from pre-ndustrial times to the present, 
and all indications are that the upward trend will con 
tinue. , 

Current U.S. policies encourage a carbon dioxide in¬ 
crease, according to a recent issue of "Environment and the 
Economy." distributed by the "California Council for En¬ 
vironmental and Economic Balance." 

Congress has recently passed energy legislation 
establishing a new industry to produce synthetic fuels which 
generate more carbon dioxide than coal. Coal burning, which 
produces 25% more carbon dioxide per energy unit than 
oil and 50% more than natural gas, is also on the increase. 

Most authorities agree, says the environmental leaflet, 
that it may take several decades for any carbon-dioxide 
related warming to become noticeable. Certain measures 
could prevent atmospheric build-up of the gas, such as in¬ 
creasing the use of solar and nuclear power instead of 
burning more coal and fossil fuel. 

Another alternative would be extensive planting of 
trees, which absorb carbon dioxide from the atmosphere, 
according to the environmental leaders. 

It is unlikely that the necessary international coopera¬ 
tion could be achieved to prevent carbon dioxide increase. 
According to the experts, learning to live with the warm 
up may be the most likely answer to the problem.

.Specifically, this general 
rate decisi.on includes an

In recent months, substan¬ 
tial quantities of lower cost 
natural gas have been avail¬ 
able to Edison which has re¬ 
duced the necessity for burn¬ 
ing higher priced foi'cign 
fuel oil, the spokesman said. 

This change, plus othe’' 
fuel-n.'lated adjustments re¬ 
sulted in a $194 million re¬ 
duction in rates which sub¬ 
stantially offsets the $29i 
million general rate i n - 
crea.se. In addition, a reduc¬ 
tion of over $12 million re¬ 
lated to load management 
programs was granted in 
September, resulting in a net 
increase of $87 million. 

An average-use residential 
customer who consumes 500 
kilowatt-ho.urs of electricity

Fewer Marriage-Age Gals 
To Bring ‘Marriage Squeeze’ 


Poll Shows People 
Care About Environment

The pickings will .soon be 
slimmer, warns Dr. David 
Ilcer, .a USC sociologist who 
predicts that a "mamago 
squeeze” for men wall sooji 
make matrimony a buyers’ 
market for women. 

In non-sociologist’s terms, e 
marriage .squeezx' translates 
to a greater number of mar¬ 
riageable-age men than mar¬ 
riageable-age women — or 

National efforts to control pollution and develop en- versa, 

vironmentally safe energy sources are supported by a ma¬ 
jority of the American public, acording to an unusually 
comprehensive national public opinion poll recently re¬ 
leased by the President's Council on Environmental Quality 
(CEQ). 

The survey was conducted by Resources for the Future, 
a non-profit research organization, with 1576 adults repre¬ 
senting a cross-section of the American population. 

Nearly half of those surveyed (42%) felt that environ¬ 
mental protection is "so important that . . . continuing im¬ 
provement must be made regardless of cost." 

A solid majority (62%) said they are in sympathy with the 
environmental movement and an even larger number (73%) 
said the term "environmentalist" applies to them "definitely" 
or "somewhat." 

Most ot those surveyed showed a strong preference 
tor environmentally benign energy sources, such as solar 
energy and conservation. 

Solar power was chosen by 61% as the energy source 
which the nation should "concentrate on most." 

Only one in five repondents agreed with the state- 
ment, "We must relax environmental standards in order to or women to mon) 

achieve economic growth." Nuclear energy was the energy 
source least preferred by those surveyed. 

Nearly halt (47%) said the nation should continue to 
use nuclear power plants already in operation and should 
finish those now under construction but should not build 
any nfew plants. 

Twenty percent said existing plants should be shut down 
"as soon as possible." 

Many respondents expressed concern about living near 
certain types ot facilities which they view as posing excep¬ 
tional risks. 

Almost halt said they did not want to live within 50 
miles ot a hazardous waste disposal site or a nuclear power 
plant, even if it was built and operated according to federal 
safety regulations. However, only 16% said they did not 
want to live within 50 miles ot a coal-fired plant. 

A majority ot 60% said swamps and marshes should be 
preserved in their natural state instead ot drained tor de- 
velopment. 


Heer thinks the marriage 
squeeze for mon will begin 
in the mid-80s and continue- 
until the end of the 20th 
century, with far reaching 
effects on marriage, the 
birth rate and, possibl.v, the 
women’s movement.

.squeeze are based on thor¬ 
ough examinations of the 
number of male and fema'e 
births in past years. Also 
considered is the fact that 
men tend to m.arry women an 
average of nearly two and 
a half years younger than 
themselves. criie average 
marrying age of men is 24.4 
years, and the average mar¬ 
rying age of women is 22.1 
years.*

in the “marriage pool” be¬ 


comes too far out of bal¬ 
ance, a marriage squeeze re¬ 
sults for the sex with the 
greater number of mgrriage- 
able-age people. 

“If men and women would 
marry at the same age,” 
Heer notes, "there would be 
no marriage squeeze ” 

Heer hypothesizes that 
marriage squeezes can affect 
more than the tuxedo rental 
and bridal gown businesses. 
He says they can also have 
an impact on the quality and 
.style of marriage, the birth 
rates and. most recently, on 
the women’s liljcration move¬ 
ment, , 

The declining birth rate 
may also be linked to the 
increasir.g divorce rate, Heer 
and other researchers su.g- 
gest, explaining that chil¬ 
dren represent import ant 
“investments” in a mar¬ 
riage and their absence may 
facilitate marital dissolution. 

The expected marria g c 
squeeze on mon may yield 
some effects quite unlike 
those of the female mar¬ 
riage squeeze, Heer sugge.vts. 
With fewer women available 
.to marry, he reasons, men — 
particularly men with tradi¬ 
tional views of marriage -- 
may provide greater material 
and psychological rewards 
for the traditional wife- 
homomaker orle.

The unique program will 
make available loans fur the 
purchase or refinancing and 
restoration of Pasadena 
homes built early this cen¬ 
tury. many of which have 
architectural significance. 


The program, part of the

What could be more ele¬ 
gant to give or receive than 
an orchid plant? Contrary to 
popular opinion, this plant is 
not hard to raise and many 
popular varieties like living 
on a windowsill. 

Five favorites that are 
relatively easy to grow arc 
epldondrum, cnttleya, onci- 
dium, brassavola and paphio- 
pediliim, says Raymond F. 
Hasek, environmental horti¬ 
culturist, University of Cali¬ 
fornia Cooperative Extension, 
Davis. 

All orchids dislike over- 
watering and thrive in good 
air circulation. Mo.st orchids 
like to bo soaked once or 
twice a week hut wait until 
the potting mix dries out be¬ 
fore you water again. Ferti¬ 
lize plants with a liquid fer¬ 
tilizer high in nitrogen (be 
sure to read directions on 
label). 

To get blooms on these five 
species there must be a 15- 
degree drop between day and 
night tomperaiures. Without 
this diffference, Hasek says, 
the plant may not flower. To 
m.aintain the humidity level 
that orchids like, .set them on 
a tray containing gravel. 
Pour water over, but don’t 
let it come above the gravel. 

Epidendrum arc the easiest 
to grow. These American na¬ 


tives bear clusters of minia¬ 
ture orchids. Msiny produce 
flowers all year looig-. They 
like lots of light and misting. 

Cattleyas (florists’ orchid) 
have large blooms that last 
from two to four weeks on 
the plant. Many species bear 
flowers, fragrant until cut, in 
a large range of colors — 
from white to scarlet. 

Oncidiums bear great clus¬ 
ters of long-lasting small, 
delicate flowers. They have 
beautiful nicknames that 
aptly describe them — but¬ 
terfly orchids, ballerina •?, 
dancing ladies, for example. 
Most of tlie varieties are yel¬ 
low touched with brown. 

Brassavola come from the 
tropical America and liave 
white, yellow and pale-green 
flowers. The plants rarely 
grow over a foot tall hut ai-e 
packed with fragrant, large, 
long-Ia.sting flowers. They 
need indirect sunlight for as 
many lioiirs as possible. 

Paphioped Hum, often 
called “cyps,” are readily 
available in nurseries. They 
need only moderate light — 
no sun. The varieties that 
have mottled leaves are 
easiest to grow. Flowere 
bloom in spring and summer 
and often last from one to 
three mnths.

Association, a physical edu¬ 
cation professor at USC and 
a women’s sports writer have 
been too busy to enter tlie 
argum.ent. 

Over tlio past two years. 
Dr. Bonnie L. Parkhouse, di¬ 
rector of the sports manage- 
ment program at USC, and 
Jackie Lapin, a USC gradu¬ 
ate and a freelance sports 
writer for major newspapers 
and magazines, have spent 
much of their spare time in¬ 
terviewing more than 5000 
collegiate athletic directors 
and coaches. 

Why? Not to find out how 
they feel about the -NCAA 
argument, but to determine 
the status of women’s sports 
opportunities and to develop 
a strategy for athletic equal¬ 
ity. 

The result is a book called 
“Women Who Win: Exer¬ 
cising Your Rights in Sport,” 
a paperback that tlie authors 
hope will prove to women 
athletic directors, coach e s, 
athletes and their familie.s 
that women can get and en¬ 
joy their athletic riglits. 

“It’s not only a how-to 
book,” says Parkhotise, an 
assistant professor of physi¬ 
cal education. “It’s a ‘.spiri¬ 
tual’ book too. It’s .something 
to get women excited and 
motivated to go out and do 
something. I hope it \vill set 
people on fire, and that it 
will get more people Intere¬ 
sted in womens athletics.”

All Popeye has to do to 
get enough irr.n In his diet is 
squeeze open a can of spin¬ 
ach. But the rest of us need 
a varied selection of basic 
foods dally to do the trick, 
says Pat Orman, a registered 
dietitian and nutrition spe¬ 
cialist for tlie Los jVngeles 
Unified School District. 

“Iron is one nutrient need¬ 
ed in differing amounts by 
teenage boys and girls, men 
and women. Teenagers re¬ 
quire more iron because 
they’re growing fast and wo¬ 
men need more because of 
tlieir menstrual cycle,” she 
explains. 

The recommended daily al¬ 
lowance (RDA) for iron is 
18 milligrams for women 
and teenage lioys and girls. 
For men and for women over 
51, the RDA is 10 milli¬ 
grams,” says Orman. 

“Those daily amounts will 
provide enough iron for 
building red blood cells, 
which are the key to trans¬ 
porting oxygen through our 
bodies as well as for burning 
of fuel by body cells,” she 
adds. 

“The best food sources of 
iron are found in tlie meat 
group, one of the four fond 
groups of milk, meat, 
vegetables and fruits, and 
breads and cereals. Liver for 
example, is an excellent 
source of iron. Other meats 
and egg yolks are also 
good .sources.” she advLses.

Under the old law, virtual¬ 
ly all of a disabled person's 
earnings counted in deciding 
whether he or .st.e was able 
to perform aubstantial gain¬ 
ful work. Very few doduc- 
lions wore allowed. 

Starting December, 1980, 
certain impairment - related 
work expenses a ellsabled 
person pays cm be deducted 
from earnings before cieei- 




ding if the earnings show 
that tile iierson is able to 
perform substantial gainful 
work. 

These expenses include at¬ 
tendant care cost and tiie 
cost of medical devices, 
e(|uipment, and drugs and 
services necessary to control 
an impairment. It no longer 
matters whether such itcm= 
are also needed off the job 
for daily living. The Social 
Security Administration will 
determine what items oan be 
deducted in individual cases.

Two issues ago, Sierra Ma¬ 
dre News personnel decided 
to reach back into printing 
techniques used exclusively 
by newspapers years ago. 
Tile hot type technique has 
been employed at the News 
since, with the finished pro¬ 
duct run on the old letter¬ 
press in the back of the shop. 

This January 8 issue is 
the third ir which the News 
has used this technique in 
contrast to tiie offset process 
which the paper implemented 
tor the first issue, October 
2, after the paper changed 
hands. 

And the difference in the 
two methods is great. 

The hot metal method 
takes much more time and 
is less pliable. After correc¬ 
tions are made in the hot 
metal, the entire line that’s

removed and the corrected 
line set in. This can only 
be done by someone who can 
read mirror Images since all 
type is set to be prrinted to 
read. 

After stories are written 
and edited and ads are de¬ 
signed and sold, all type is 
set on the Linolj'pe machine 
by George Maurer. Larger 
headlines and most of the 
type within the ads must be 
har.d-.set, which takes an 
even longer time. 

-A job that would take a 
Linotypt! operator two hours 
would probably take a com-, 
puter operator working in an 
offset shop less than half 
the time. And a job that can 
be completed on a modem 
rotary pre.ss in a half hour 
would take the News press¬ 
man, Tony Rodriguez, ovor 
four hours since the letter- 
press in the back shop is 
hand-fed. 

Of course, the modern 
rotary press half-hfur job is 
completed, also, with news 
papers coming out of the 
machine cut and quarter- 
folded. 

After Rodriguez finishes 
printing one side of the 
large sheet of newprint. he 
turns the pajrer over for the 
ne.xt run, and has to spend 
another two hours printing 
the second side. 

Those sheets are run 
through the folder at that 
point where they are folded 
in half and cut. Sierra Ma¬ 
dre News personnel then 
hand fold every paper. 

In contrast, with tlie way 
we use the offfset method, 
George Maurer still sets all 
ihe body copy of the paper, 
so only headlines are set b>’ 
the outside offset printer. 

All the ads are c-ornpletcd 
by the offset printing shop 
and no metal is ,used In the 
entire process. The computci 
is based on the negative 
completion so that copy is 
fed into the computer which 
spits it out in a tape. That 
tape Is converted into a neg¬ 
ative image which develops 
into the printing used on the 
pasted up board. 

After the hot metal type 
has been proofed and cor- 
reeled a "slick” proof is 
pulled on a reproduction 
press and combined with 
computer-set copy is pasted 
up using hot wax on boards 
that become the camera- 
ready copy of each page. 
Tho.se boards, or flats a.s 
they a.-e professionally 
named, are shot in large 
cameras into negatives, and 
the negative pages are 
burned into plates. That pro¬ 
cess is based on the {Tin- 
ciple of an etching. 

Those “etchings” are 
placed on the rotary press 
and ultimately transfer into 
the pages of the paper. Tlie 
entire paper is run at once. 

Corrections for the offset 
inethod of reproducing .a 
newspaper are cut around 
with a knife and pasted di¬ 
rectly on the flat using hot 
wax. This takes moments 
while corrections made in 
hot type take much longer. 

Another differe nee b e • 
tween the two methods is 
that hot type leaves a dark 
impression of ink on every'- 
one’s hands; The offfset me¬ 
thod leaves wax deposits on 
*he liands. 

No matter how it’s done, 
putting out a newspaper is 
hard work but fun, and even 
though the period of nostal¬ 
gia is about over for the 
Sierra Madre News staff, 
most everyone agrees: it’s 
been fun.

A1 Hndson plays cribbage 
every chani'c h(? fiets, and 
that chance includes strik¬ 
ing up a conversation with 
people on buses and taking 
them to cribliago mceting.s, 
or just meeting friends at 
Glendale Federal Savings 
and Loan every second and 
fourth (and fifth if theix-‘s 
a fifth Tuesday in the 
month) Tuesday. That’s 
wlieie Hudson really enjoy.s 
his "peg” game. 

There’s a big cribbage 
tournament scheduled for 
Saturday, January' 21 in Ar¬ 
cadia County Park. It’s the 
really big game of the year, 
and Hudson urges all other' 
crib b a g e affecionados to 
show up in Arcadia on that 
day. 

Do you have to be a math 
scholar to play cribbage? 
No. Hodson says, "It takes 
concentration, knowledge of 
(he game and a hell of a 
lot of luck.” 

Hodson adds that cribbage 
“brings out matb ability and 
kids flourish if started ear¬ 
lier.” Math background, he 
says, “might help hut is not 
essential. It’s hal’d for a child 
under 7 to grasp the game, 
but anyone older than 7 can 
really enjoy cribbage.” Hod¬ 
son mentions a youth who 
started at 7 and was in the 
big tournament at the age of 
12. “Kids are sharp,” Hod¬ 
son ha.s decided. 

A1 Hodson is president of 
the International Cribbage 
Association, San Gabriel Val¬ 
ley Chapter No. 213E, and 
he’s also the one who prints 


the calendar for the year, 
showing bi-weekly meetings 
on Tuesdays. 

Does it take chance in¬ 
stinct? “No, b’ut it takes 
killer’s instinct,” Hodson ai'- 
swers. 

For those who don’t know 
what the game entails, it can 
b<' boiled down into a card 
game in which scoring be¬ 
gins on a board resembling 
a race track. Pegs are used 
for scoring and the game un¬ 
folds until the winner ob¬ 
tains mere than 120 points. 
The average game takes be- 
(ween 16 and IS miriiutes. 

Hodson explains that the 
game is based on numbers, 
matching pairs, runs, flushes. 
It can be played by two, 
four, six — even eight per¬ 
sons. “Two or more,” is how 
Hodson describes it. 

All types of scoring boards 
are used — Hodson showed 
one as small as a deck of 
cards, and another a yard 
long. 

How did he start playing 
cribbage? Two years after 
graduating as the president 
of his college class at Wiclil- 
ta College, Kansas, he moved 
to Los Angeles. 

For si.x years he worked at 
Giannini’s Bank of Italy 
(now known as Bank of 
America, of course). Then he 
wont to Fox West Coast 
Theatre and one day w.as 
playing golf with s o in e 
friends. After the game he 
and his friends learned to 
play cribbage. He has played 
ever since, and has taught cr 
helped around 300 other crib¬ 
bage players over the years.
